PAYMENT OF $391, 000 
AS A BONUS ALLEGED 


Former Attorney General Says 
He Did Not Pass Upon 
Return of Money. 


New York, May 7 (By A. P.).— 
The special Federal grand jury in, 
vestigating the sale of the American 
Metals Co., today indicted Harry M. 
Daugherty, former United States At- 
torney general; Thomas W. Miller, 
former alien property custodian, 
and John T. King, former Republi- 
can national committeeman from 
Connecticut, for conspiracy to de- 
fraud the government. 

The grand jury, concluding in- 
vestigations begun last January, 
charged Daughterty, Miller and 
King with conspiracy to defraud the 
government in connection with the 
transfer of $7,000,000 of American 
Metals Co. funds from the custody 
of the government to the Societe 
Suisse Pour Valeurs de Metaux, a 
Swiss company alleged to have been 
German-owned. The indictment 
charged alleged conspiracy on the 
part of Daughterty and Miller, act- 
ing for the government in the 
matter of turning over American 
Metals Co. securities to the purchas- 
ers by preventing the government 
from participating in their honest 
and unbiased judgment. 


Foreigners are Cleared. 


It charged conspiracy 
Daugherty, Miller, 
late Jesse W. Smith to. receive from 
the claimants of the _ securities 
$391,000 alleged to have been paid 
for effecting the transfer of securi- 
ties. 

Arrangements for the surrender 
of Daugherty, Miller and King are 
pending. Miller and King are al- 
ready under bail on other Federal 
indictments. None of those named 
in the indictments was in court to- 
day. Daugherty issued a statement 
at Columbus, Ohio, saying he had 
nothing to fear. He said that he 
was not called upon to review the 
decision of the Department of Jus- 
tice upon which, he said, the sale 
had been made. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
Simpson announced after the return 
of the indictments that he wished 
to make it clear that foreigners 
named in the original indictment 
against Miller and other alleged 
conspirators had cleared themselves 
of blame. The indictment naming 
them will be dismissed, he said.

Mr. Curtiss has fifteen days in 
which to answer Mrs. Bryan’s peti- 
tion. which sets forth, among other 
things, that for a period of several 
months, despite warnings from 
Bryan. he forced his attentions on 
her and tried to persuade her to 
leave Monroe with him.

.There is only one other city in 
the country where the world war 
guardianship situation even ap- 
proaches Commissioner Fenning’s 
practice, it was developed at the 
House veterans’ committee yester- 
day. 

Director Frank T. Hines, of the 
veterans bureau, who emphatically 
disapproved ‘‘wholesale guardian- 
ship,’’ introduced figures bearing on 
the situation in San Francisco. It 
is analogous in many respects to the 
commissioner’s practice, but is not 
as extensive. 

One man, E. S. Birdsall, secretary 


e of the city board having to do with 


insane patients, started the business 
and acquired 35 wards. Then he

‘Similar Case On Coast. 


Twogood, like Mr. Fenning, de- 
posits his wards’ funds in his own 
bank. In his position on the board 
dealing with insane patients, he is 
situated similarly to the commis- 
sioner, who under local procedure 
is the committing magistrate in 
many insanity cases. 

The report to the bureau observed 
that it was ‘‘within the law,’’ which 
was Commissioner Fenning’s princi- 
pal defense, but . Kepresentative 
Johnson, of South Dakota, chairman 
of the committee, and Representa- 
tive Milligan, of Missouri, pointed 
out that in a number of cases the 
report showed that bonds given by 
the guardians were lower than the 
assets of the estate. 

Likewise, when the investigators 
began to pry into Mr. Fenning’s 
cases, they found that although the 
bonds were adequate to cover the 
estate, Mr. Fenning, as agent for 
the bonding company, had sold him- 
self the bond and received a 25 per 
cent commission on it.

Vague Rumors of Peace Are 
Heard, but Both Sides 
Appear Firm. 


London, May 7 (By A. P.).—Nei- 
ther side of the British general 
Strike dispute shows the slightest 
disposition of yielding to the other. 
On the contrary there is a tendency 
to use stronger forces on both sides. 
The government is enrolling thou- 
sands of additional volunteers to 
substitute the strikers, and an- 
nounces it will reinforce the police 
by recruiting, if possible, 50,000 
special constables. 

On its side, the Trades Union 
congress is talking of bringing in 
its second line of defense which, {ft 
is claimed would add another. 
2,000,000 to the strikers. 

So far as the general public is 
concerned, things seem to be grow- 
ing easier daily. The organization 
provided by the government and 
volunteer efforts especially for 
transport is continually improving, 
with a consequent lessening of pub- 
lic inconvenience. 


Little Disorder Is Feature. 


A notable feature of the gigantie 
conflict, now at the end of its fourth 
day, is the complete absence of ge- 
rious disorders; not a single death 
has been laid to the strike. In al- 
most all previous miners’ strikes 
there was considerable trouble in 
the coal fields, but on this occasion 
they are remarkably free from dige- 
order. 

Sir William Joynson-Hicks, the 
home secretary, who made an ap- 
peal for 30,000 men to volunteer. ag 
special constables, joining the 20,- 
'000 already enrolled so that by 
' Monday there will be a force of 50,- 
900, commends the response to his 
previous appeal. ‘‘But,’’ he says, 
‘the matter is urgent and the soon- 
er we get a strong, indeed enormous 
force, the sooner can I provide pro- 
tection for individuals, particularly 
in London. 

“May I say, therefore, that I 
want 50,000 special constables by 
Monday morning. Over 20,000 have 
already enlisted. Surely there must, 
be another 30,000 in London will- 
ing and eager to serve their coun- 
try for a few days, or even months, 
in this crisis. It may be that men 
have the right to withdraw their 
labor, but it is absolutely certain 
that in a free country men have the 
right to work if they wish to do so.” . 

Vague Rumors of Peace. 
Although there were vague ru- 
mors today that a possible settle- 
ment was imminent, so far as the 
general public is concerned, peace 
has still made no headway. Noth- 
ing appears to have yet developed 
from the unofficial talks between 
Premier Baldwin and J. H. Thomas, 
who, as head of the Railway Men’s 
union, is looked to as the man most 
likely to bring peace between the 
government and the trades unions. 
As the government insists on the | 
unconditional withdrawal of the 
strike notices, there seems no basis 
of approach between the two sides.

Reiteration of the statements 
made regarding religious persecu-

offices is a move to prevent political 
control by foreign-born ministers. 
Bishop Miller declined yesterday to 
make any comment on the objec- 
tions to his remarks made by the 
Rev. John J. Burke, secretary of the 
National Catholic Welfare confer- 
ence in The Post yesterday. 

A telegram of felicitations on the 
celebration of his 90th birthday was 
sent yesterday to ‘‘Uncle Joe’’ Can- 
non by the Board of Bishops. The 
telegram mentioned the many years 
of service to the church given by 
Mrs. Cannon. 


Dry Work in India. 


Difficulties in the prosecution of 
a prohibition campaign in India, 
because of the unwillingness of the 
British government to cooperate 
with native leaders in the move- 

ment were presented in the report 
of Bishop Brenton Thoburn Badley, 
of Bombay, India. 

According to Bishop’ Badley, 
every community in India desires 
national prohibition, and every po- 
litical party stands for it. ‘The 
British government does not be- 
lieve in prohibition for herself and 
does not encourage it in others,”’ 
he said. 

“If Great Britain had been will- 
ing to cooperate with Indian states- 
men in an effort to abolish the 
liquor traffic in India during the 
past decade, India doubtless would 
be free of the evil today,’’ Bishop 
Badley averred. ‘‘On the contrary, 
the British attitude has resulted 
in weakening the Indian will in 
this matter and today more foreign 
liquor is being consumed than ever 
before: This benefits British brew- 
ers and distilleries, but debauches 
India’s people even more rapidly 
than does the country liquor,’ he 
continued. 

Another difficulty for the prohi- 
bition movement is that the educa- 
tional budget has been made possi- 
ble by the use of the revenue from 
the sale of liquor and the struggle 
for home rule in India demands 
the largest possible amount of gen- 
eral education throughout’ the 

~~ country the bishop declared. 


Urges Help For Country.

“It is utterly futile to try to gal- 
vanize into life the old dogma of 
the infallible inspiration of the 
Bible or to teach with intolerant 
dogmatism the doctrine of the vir- 
gin birth or other antiscientific 
theories of nature. Whether these 
beliefs are true or false is not the 
point at issue.’’ 

He asserted that the Christian 
church must not fight Buddhism 
and Confucianism, but must use 
them to drive home the truths of 
Christianity and what China needs 
is a friendly assistance by other 
nations, in its struggles as an in- 
fant republic.

NEW HEADQUARTERS 
TO BE ERECTED HERE 


Medals for Distinguished 
Work and Fellowships 
Are Awarded. 


Milton B. Medary, jr., of Phila- 
delphia, was elected president of 
the American Institute of Archi- 
tects, at the closing session of their 


fifty-ninth annual convention, yes- 
terday, in Hotel Washington. De- 
feated candidates were Charles Fav- 
rot, of New Orleans, and Abram 
Garfield, of Cleveland. 

Other officers elected were Wil- 
liam Emerson, of Boston, first vice 
president; C. Herrick Hammond, 
of Chicago, second vice president; 
Frank C. Baldwin, of Washington, 
secretary, and Edwin Bergstrom, of 
Los Angeles, treasurer. Both the 
secretary and treasurer hold the 
additional office of directors of the 
institute. 


New Headquarters Planned. 


The erection of a new building to 
serve as the headquarters of the 
organization in the Capital was de- 
termined upon by unanimous vote, 
after prolonged discussion on the 
merits of such a-plan. Speakers ex- 
plained that the Octagon house, at 
Eighteenth street and New York 
avenue, which now houses the head- 
quarters of the institute, will con- 
tinue to be the main portion of the 
new contemplated group of struc- 
tures.

Dirigible Rolls Heavily. 

New York, May 7 (By A. P.). 
The 1,406-mile flight of the Norge 
in two stages from Trotsk to King’s 
Bey is described in radio dispatches 
from the ship to the New York 
Times and the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 

When the aircraft had left North 
Cape, Norway, 180 kilometers 
astern, she was flying at an alti- 
tude of 400 meters in a light south- 
easterly breeze with the tempera- 
ture at minus 1 centigrade, just be- 
low freezing.

Common People Are Victims. 


“The real victim of a general 
strike are what is called the com- 
mon people—men and women who 
must labor hard daily for their own 
and their children’s livelihood, for 
whom cheap, regular transport be- 
tween their homes and work is a 
prime necessity and to whom a con- 
traction in supply or a rise in cost 
of necessaries and the simpler com- 
forts of life’mean privation and 
even want. It is they who ‘in the 
long run bear the burden and pay 
the price. 

‘‘We should have lost all sense 
of self respect if we allow any sec- 
tion of the community, at its own 
will and for whatever motives, to 
bring to a standstill the industrial 
and social life of the whole nation. 
It would be to aquiesce in substi- 
tution for free government of a 
dictatorship. 

“This the British people will 
never do. We desire at the earliest 
moment a resumption of negotia- 
tions to bring peace and reconstruc- 
tion to our coal fields. But the

DR. GRANT RELEASED 
FROM ST. ELIZABETHS 


Testimony Shows Former 
Army Officer Retained With- 


out Commitment Order. 


Dr. John Lee Grant, of Midland, 
Va., was ordered released from St. 
Elizabeths hospital yesterday in a 
writ issued by Justice William Hitz 
in circuit court. Testimony showed 
that Dr. Grant had been detained in 
the hospital since July 11, without 
ever having been adjudged insane 
and without an order of commit- 
ment from any court. 

Crandal Mackey, attorney for Dr. 
Grant, in applying for a writ of 
habeas corpus, declared that his 
client consented to be transferred 
from Walter Reed hospital to St. 
Elizabeths after he had been told 
that all kinds of cases were treated 
there. Dr. Grant was a lieutenant 
in the army medical corps in the 
world war, and went to Walter Reed 
because of a foot ailment. 

Mr. Mackey told Justice Hitz that 
the only ‘‘authority’’ for the deten- 
tion of Dr. Grant at St. Elizabeths 
hospital was a telephone message 
received by officials of the hospital. 
Who telephoned the message was 
not revealed.

Many Reports Denied. 


Sensational and exaggerated re- 
ports of violence and disorder, sent 
to America in connection with the 
general strike, were discredited by 
Pembroke Wicks, official govern- 
ment spokesman at a conference 
with the newspaper men late this 
afternoon. 

It was not denied, he added, that 
intimidation and disorders had oc- 
curred in many places and that thev 
might recur momentarily. But 
the exaggerated form in which some 
news dispatches were being sent to 
the foreign countries, particularly 
the United States, was receiving the 
serious consideration of the govern- 
ment. 

Although stating that there were 
no serious disorders in the country, 
the spokesman described a serious 
state of affairs in several cities. 
Rioting occurred in Nottingham 
from Monday until last night, when 
the police arrested thirty-two ring 
leaders and ended the disorders. In- 
dustrial life at Hull was broken 
down, but the population was calm. 
At Derby the Rolls Royce factory 
was shut down and other factories 
closed Tuesday. Severe industrial 
complications developed in the steel 
city, Sheffield, because 50,000 men 
who produce material have struck, 
cutting off all supplies, thus adding 
to the thousands thrown out of 
work, 

Disorders aimed at stopping the 
emergency transportation services, 
continued at widespread points in 
England, Scotland and Wales today.

This sudden change 
in plans is taken in some quarters 
as indicating the possibility of a 
new development. 

Many theaters in London have 
closed, but others are bravely risk- 
ing half empty houses and heavy 
losses. Sir Oswald Stoll, theatrical 
magnate, issued an appeal to the 
citizens to recognize the theaters in 
their attempt to spiead cheer in a 
depressing situation. 

The press of the country is still 
tied up with exception of some 
smaller provincial papers, where the 
men are returning to work and the 
papers are reappearing. In London 
one or two dailies are able to issue 
a four-page paper, giving mainly 
strike news.

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AMERICA’S GIGANTIC MARKET. 

Despite the raising of certain duties, it is in- 
teresting to know that imports of commodities 
from foreign countries increased during the 
first nine months of the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1925, over the same period of the 
previous fiscal year. 

Total commodity imports for this period in 
1925-26 amounted in value to $3,411,012,000; 
while imports of commodities for the same nine 
months of the previous year amounted in value 
to $2,825,302,000. This was an increase of 
something like $580,000,000. 

Imports during this period from Europe 
alone increased from about $891,619,000 to 
about $976,746,000. Imports from North 
America, South America, Asia, Oceania and 
Africa increased from $100,000,000 to $300,- 
000,000. 

Higher import duties do not seem to reduce 
or even to interfere with imports from other 
countries. During these nine months Europe 
has been able, it appears, to sell us an increas- 
ing amount of commodities in both value and 
volume. Naturally the sellers of these goods 
made a profit. Thus America, by building up 
a gigantic home market, keeps its own people 
at work and furnishes employment to foreign- 
ers.

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RADIO CONTROL. 


The Senate committee on interstate com- 


| merce. has reported favorably a radio-control 


bill as a substitute for the bill passed by the 
House. 

Under the Senate bill control of the chan- 
nels of radio communication will be vested in 


'an independent commission of five members 


appointed by the President and paid a salary 
of $12,000 each. The commissioners will serve 
for five years. 

In the matter of use of the radio for propa- 
ganda or personal or party politics the bill pro- 
vides there shall be no discrimination and no 
censorship except as to false, fraudulent, ob- 
scene and indecent statements. 

The radio commission would be clothed with 
large powers of control of the use of radio 
transmission, and would be entirely independ- 
ent. The members would be required to de- 
vote their entire time to their duties.

THE CURTIS-ASWELL BILL. 

While condemning the Haugen farm bill and 
defending the Curtis-Aswell bill, Representa- 
tive Aswell said: 

Mr. Haugen’s bill proposes to deal with 
the surplus, and you have heard so much 
about surpluses in the press and in the 
Congress and by the lobbyists that the 
American people have become amazed, as- 
tounded, and frightened at the word “‘sur- 
plus.’ What are surpluses in American 
agriculture? It is worthy of note that 65 
per cent of the food products of the soil 
are perishable. Only 35 per cent of the 
tood products of the soil are nonperish- 
able, and less than 25 per cent of the 35 
per cent is surplus. So you are dealing 
in the Haugen bill with only 8.9 per cent 
surplus of food products and nothing for 
the American people. a 
Under the provisions of the Curtis-Aswell 

bill to promote cooperative marketing, each 
State is to elect a board of directors of seven 
to be chosen from the farm organizations. 
Each interstate zone board of directors is to be 
composed of the chairmen of each State board. 
A general executive committee is to be created 
composed of the chairmen of the zone boards. 
This committee is to elect its own chairman 
and to provide for a staff, including sales, op- 
erating, accounting, traffic and transportation 
departments. 

It is expected that this plan will enable the 
farmers to work out their own problems of dis- 
tributing and marketing. The bill ida national 
farm marketing plan, under which farmers. 
through a national organization of their own, 
can stabilize and control their products. It 
does not come under the class of ‘‘farm relief” 
bills. It enables the farmers to relieve them- 
selves in the matter of the distribution and 
marketing of their own commodities.

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A NEW BOULEVARD. 

The building of an additional boulevard be- 
tween Washington and Baltimore has been 
proposed by Burton P. Porter, of Cleveland, 
Ohio, representing, it is said, a number of in- 
terests amply able to carry out the plan, so fer 
as the purchase of land is concerned. The sug- 
gestion was made to Gov. Ritchie and other 
Maryland officials. Gov. Ritchie said the mat- 
ter was one for the Maryland legislature to 
consider, and he expressed doubt that it would 
receive favorable consideration. The proposed 
new highway would be 200 feet in width and 
would be constructed west of the _ present 
boulevard along higher and more picturesque 
ground. It was estimated that the cost of the 
road would be between $5,000,000 and $10,- 
000,000. Mr. Porter said that the persons he 
represented would donate to the State the land 
needed for the building of the highway, and 
that their compensation would come from the 
increased value of abutting tand owned by 
thegn. 

A highway such as that proposed would be 
of inestimable benefit, not only to the people 
of Maryland and the District, but to countless 
motorists from other States. Such a road 
would be the acme of boulevard construction, 
devoutly to be desired.

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THE BOTANIC GARDEN. 


[t will be gratifying to the thousands of visi- 
tors to the Capital, as well as residents, to 
learn that the proposed removal of the Botanic 
garden to a remote place has been quieted. 
The joint committee on the library has come to 
the conclusion that the suggestions of Will- 
iam FE. Parsons, the Chicago architect and 
landscape artist, shall be carried out. Instead 
of removing the botanical collection, which, for 
a hundred years, has been centered at the foot 


the District, which some philanthropists were 
anxious to sell to the government, the commit- 
tee favors the relocation of the garden just 
south of its present location, and the retention 
of that portion which does not interfere with 
the Grant memorial or the Capitol approaches. 

The plan upon which the committee bases 
its report suggests. ‘‘the block south of Mary- 
land avenue, between First and Second streets 
southwest, and the triangular block to the im- 
mediate south of that bounded by B street, 
First street. and Canal street.’ It is pointed 
out that the proposed extension places the 
public portion of the garden where it is visible 
from the Capitol and most accessible to the 
public and that it will safeguard the surround- 
ings of the Capitol from deterioration into 
squalid conditions or into inappropriate com- 
mercial uses. Thus the cost of the acquisi- 
tion of such portions of the suggested grounds 
as are not now owned by the United States 
might properly be charged in part to the pro- 
tection of the Capitol, and not altogether to 
the Botanic garden. 

The committee further points out that the 
proposed relocation will materially aid in the 
development of the plans for the beautifica- 
tion of that portion of Washington south of 
the present site, and will be in entire harmony 
with the proposed Mall development. 

It is in the hope that this question of the 
permanent location of the Botanic garden will 
be definitely settled during this present session 
that Senator Fess, of Ohio, chairman of the 
committee, has introduced a bill in the Sen- 
ate to authorize the changes. A duplicate bill 
has been offered in the House by Representa- 
tive Luce, of Massachusetts, and it is the pur- 
pose of those gentlemen to push the matter 
to a vote at an early day.

HOME FOR OLD PEOPLE 


Lonely and Impoverished 
Women to Be Cared For 
by Laymen. 


A fund of $25,000 with which 
to build a home for aged, infirm 
or lonely Episcopalians is the aim 
with which the people of the Epis- 
copal churches in the diocese of 
Washington are _ preparing (for 
mothers’ day tomorrow. 

The plan for caring for lonely 
and impoverished women of the 
Episcopal Church originated less 
than four years ago with a group 
of laymen of small wealth. Unable 


themselves to finance the plan, they 
went before the Episcopal churches 
and the organizations within the 
church and finally appealed to the 
diocesan convention. No project, 
not even the building of the cathe- 
dral, has met with sueh ready re- 
sponse everywhere from people of 
Small means. Within a year one 
woman had given a completely fur- 
nished house for the use of the 
home, and others have contributed 
funds to maintain and enlarge it. 
A substantial fund for buying 
ground is now in the hands of the 
incorporators of the home. 

The Episcopal Church home is 
located at 3315 Wisconsin avenue. 
A matron is in charge and five 
ladies are in residence. This fam- 
ily has celebrated the first anni- 
versary of the opening of the home. 
The bishop of Washington, presi- 
dent of the board of corporators, 
has applications from 40 more per- 
sons.

The anchovies should be served 
in canape form. Cut circular pieces 
of bread and toast them. Spread 
with butter and anchovy paste mix- 
ed together in sufficient quantity 
to spread the number of canapes 
required. Chop’ separately’ the 
yolks and whites of hard-boiled 
eggs and spread on the canapes in 
quarters alternating yolks and 
whites. Then divide the eggs by 
inserting strips of anchovies cut in 
halves lengthwise. These may be 
served either hot or cold and prove 
to be a delicious appetizer. They 
are known as Anchovy Canapes. 


BAKED TONGUE. 


Place a whole tongue in a ket- 
tle, cover with boiling water and 
skim several times. Then add salt 
and pepper, one-third of a cup of 
carrots, celery cut in dice, a spring 
of parsley, and boil slowly until 
tender (about two hours). Remove 
the tongue from the Kettle and cut 
away the root and skin. Cut in 
halves, lengthwise, and place in a 
deep pan, surround with three cups 
of sauce in which the tongue was 
boiled and one cup of strained or 
stewed tomatoes. Add the carrots, 
celery an@ onfon mashed finely with 
a fork. Bake one hour, turning at 
the end of the first half hour.

Line patty pans with paste and fill 
them with the mixture and sprinkle 
with chopped walnuts or almonds, 
and bake in a moderate oven until 
firm to the touch.

| HOW TO KEEP WELL 


By DR. W. A. EVANS... 


What to Do for Oily Hair. 


F all hair troubles, the afflic- 
O tion of a too oily scalp seems 

to be one of the most preval- 
ent. Certain it is that it is one of 
the most annoying. 
This is a case where the oil glands 
of the scalp are overstimulated. 
Sometimes, the cause lies in some 
defect in the general health of the 
body, although sensible local treat- 
mente will usually be found helpful. 
Nervousness is at times to blame 
for oily hair, and so, also, is con- 
Stipation. But these are troubles 
that every seeker after beauty will 
strive to overcome, in any event. 
One of the great mistakes made 
by most women who suffer from oily 
hair is that they too zealously sham- 
poo their heads, applying also too 
many drying agents. Such opposi- 
tion only serves to stimulate the 
glands to still greater activity. It is 
a case where “like cures like,’’ and 
a certain amount of oil can bene- 
ficially be applied to the scalp. The 
best time for this is the night prior 
to the shampoo. Olive oil, as hot 
as can be borne, should be rubbed 
well into the scalp, after which the 
head may be bound in a towel. The 
next morning, the hair should be 
washed—a tar soap shampoo is ex- 
cellent. The shampoo may have to 
e repeated as often as every ten 
days at first, but gradually one 
should get used to waiting from 
fourteen to eighteen days between 
shampoos. 
A good tonic—one of the sort es- 
pecially made for oily conditions— 
should be used often. It not only 
promotes scalp health, but it keeps 
the hair in place and makes it easy 
to arrange. 
Powdered orris root may be used, 
but only very occasionally, for a dry 
shampoo. Always make sure that 
it is well brushed out of the hair.

New Amendment to Traffic 
~~ Code Will Be Voted On 
: With Others. 


1,577 ACCIDENTS IN 3 
MONTHS ARE RECORDED 


Tabulation Indicates Experi-/| 


enced Drivers to Blame 
for Most Cases. 


‘Director of Traffic M. O. Eldridge 
yesterday sent a new amendment for 
the traffic code to the commission- 
ers, to be added to the score or 
more now awaiting their approval. 
The commissioners placed it with 
the others and voted to decide on all 
of them at one time, following the 
hearing, Monday, on weight of loads 
of trucks in certain residential 
streets. 

The proposed rule is to change 
Park road, between Sixteenth and 
Eighteenth streets, from a one-way 
to a two-way street. It is now a 
wést-bound one-way street between 
Fourteenth and Eighteenth streets 
northwest. It is also pfoposed to 
abolish parking on the north side 
of the street between Seventeenth 
and Eighteenth streets. The change 
Was sought by the fire department, 
as that part of Park road is on a 
regular fire run. 

A new tabulation of traffic acci- 
dents, prepared in Mr. Eldridge’s 
office and made public yesterday, 
indicates that most traffic accidents 
occur on good, dry roads, in the day- 
time, or on well-lighted streets and 
with the fault lying on experienced 
drivers. 

Accidents Total 1,577. 


'-Accidents during the first three 
months of this year numbered 
1,877. Of the drivers involved, 686 
had five years of experience, 405 
two to five years, 484 less than two 
years. Only 23 had two months’ ex- 
perience, or less. 

' “Jaywalkers”’ received a clean 
bill of health in the compilation, 
which showed that only 85 out of 
341 accidents to pedestrians oc- 
curred off crosswalks or safety 
spaces, while 11 of 15 pedestrians 
killed were walking in places sup- 
posed to be safe for pedestrians.

According to the terms of the 
judgment the bond of $250,000 
will be released upon the payment 
by the Casualty company of $26,- 
619.27, the amount which the nav- 
igation company was alleged to owe 
the corporation. Assistant District 
Attorney Lee A. Rover appeared 
for the corporation. 


“Spite Fence” Case

Employers Are Silent When 
Questioned About Possible 
Price Result. 
SALESMEN ARE GRANTED 
HIGHER MINIMUM PAY 


Concerns Declare Losges Are 
Being Taken Under Reduc- 
tion 13 Months Ago.

The threatened strike in the local 
baking industry, which lingered in 
doubt during a deadlock of several 
days, has been averted as the result. 
of increases granted both the jour- 
neymen bakers and the bakery sales- 
men. 

The contracts call for an increase 
of 10 cents an hour for night work 
done by the bakers, bringing the 
total wage of the joyrneymen to 
$1.20 an hour for night work, and 
thereby acceding to their demands. 
The wage of $1 an hour for day- 
work remains. 

The employing bakers arranged 
a compromise with the bakery sales- 
men in which they will receive a 
minimum of $38 a week as opposed 
to $35, which they wetfe receiving. 
The salesmen had askéd for $40. 
The contracts continue for one year. 


Silent on Bread Price. 


Employinz bakers were silen' 
when asked if the increase would 
have any effect upon the price of 
bread. It was pointed out by one 
employer that bread was reduced 
in price one cent a loaf 13 months 
azo. That was due to competition 
oi large corporations, he said. 

The employers coniplain that 
they have been operating at a loss 
since the reduction was ‘forced’ 
upon them. 

- That was the reason, it was ex- 
plained, that the demands of the 
union were contested vigorously. 
One employer declared that the 
employing bakers could not afford 
a strike in their businesses. 

When asked if there would be an 
increase in the price of bread, one 
leading baker replied, ‘‘I hope so.”’ 
He said that no one could tell 
whether there would be: Other 
bakers referred the question to lL, 
A. Spiess, who acted as attorney for 
the employers in the controversy, 
while Mr. Spiess referred the mat- 
ter to the employers. The com- 
panies who first reduced the price 
of bread last year will also be af- 
fected by the increase. Employers 
gay they do not know why the price 
of bread was reduced. 


Better Service Expected. 


The bakery salesmen won a vie- 
tory, obtaining assent to their de- 
mand for daylight delivery. It 
will require 60 days for this to be 
arranged, and since the agreement 
begins as of May 1, daylight de- 
livery, from 7 o’clock in the 
morning until 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon, will begin July 1. 
Whother this will compel more 
bakers to work at night can not yet 
be answered. 

Under this agreement the bakery 
‘salesmen will work nine hours a 
day. The hours have been irregu- 
lar previously, beginning at 1 a. m. 
and continuing until 2:30 p. m. 

It is explained that the bread will 
be fresher when delivered, and that 
the service will be much more sat- 
isfactory to the public.
